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CONGRESSMAN JAMES M. GRIGGS, 


Whose Address at the Closing Exercises of the Tech Was a Masterly 
Discussion of the Race Problem. 
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Georgia Congressman Delivers Thoughtful Address 
at Closing Exercises of the Georgia School 
of Technology. 


ONGRESSMAN J. M. GRIGGS 
{ was accorded an ovation as he be- 

gan his address yesterday after- 
noon at the Grand before the large audi- 
ence assembled to witness the closing 
exercises of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology. Throughout the closest attention 
Was given the speaker and applause fre- 
Guently interrupted his sentences. 

Congressman Griggs began by. drawing 
a clever, thoughtful distinction between 
the artist and the artisan. ~Coming at 
once to the negro question, he said: 

“There is a question now pressing hard 
upon all of us in the south, and in a 
manner which makes it of peculiar im- 
portance to you young men who are 
about to become a part of the great in- 
dustrial world. I saw in a reputable 
magazine published in one of the north- 
ern states some days since an article 
on technicai education and manual train- 
ing in the south. Knowing that I would 
soon speak to you, I began to read it 
with interest, hoping to get some thoughts 
for your edification. Imagine, if vou can, 
my surprise and chagrin when I found 
only two colored schools cited as exam- 
ples of what technica! educatiodn is doing 
for the south. Ignoring this great in- 
stitution and others of like character in 
neighboring states, two colored schools 
were named as representing the great ad- 
vances of the south along lines of tech- 
nical education and manual training. This 
is not ail. I have been reading of late 
in some of our northern and a few 

f our southern newspapers solemn and 

eavy editorials, urging manual training 
and technical education fgr the negroes 
of the south as the only solution of the 
race question. 

“In the ponderous language of superior 
wisdom these gentlemen discuss the ac- 
complishments of certain eminent negroes 
along this line, all solemnly assuring us 
in conclusion that this is the solution 
of the race problem. 

“T have heard it said, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, that there is more dymamite for 
a public man _under, this question than 
under any other, but dynamite or no 
dynamite I propose to speak the truth 
to*you today, as I understand it, know- 
ing that only ‘the truth shall make us 
free.’ 

A Southern Viewpoint. 

“Northern newspapers and  wnorthern 
philanthropists, tf they believe as they 
profess, are correct in their position. 
They profess to believe in the equality 
of all people and all races, modified only 
by opportunities and achievements. I 
shall discuss the question. however, from 
the standpoint of a soutbern white man. 
The negro is with us. The race question 
is ours, and it is for us to solve in 
the best interest of the southern white 
man und with al) possible tolerance for 
the negro. By us it will be solved. Oth- 
ers may aid us or may hinder us in its 
final solution by example or advice, well 
meant or otherwise. It is still our prob- 
lem. I lay down the broad proposition 
which I do not believe will meet with de- 
nial in any state of large n@gro popula- 
tion (indeed I do not believe it will meet 
with honest opposition from any white 
man anywhere), that the negro race 
is not the equal of the white race end 
never can become so, no matter what 
its environment or accomplishment. Just 
as in the race during the thousands of 
years gone by, the white man has led, 
so wil) he continue to the end of time. 


Technical Training. 


“The assertion that manual training 


and technological schools for the negro 


will solve the race question is intended 
itself as a declaration of the.inferiority 
of the negro of the present day. It does 
suggest equity with the white man for 
the future. It makes equality of op- 
portunity now for the negro with tho 
large number of white men engaged 
in pursuits other than the so-called 
learned professions. But they tell us 
this will solve the race question. If so. 
then the sooner we cease all contfo- 
versy over it and unite our :

“Tf, however, it is not the’ solution of 
the question, and If it will, as I believe, 
only go to ‘weave a more tangled web’ 
in our already tangled civilization, thon 
it behooves us to search earnestly for a 
solution, if solution there be. 

“I shall discuSs it today in perfect 
loyalty to my own race, and at least in 
perfect kindness to the other and weak- 
er race, remembering always that 


“*When self the balance 
shakes 
‘Tis rarely right adjusted.’ 


“Since mankind grew from families 
into tribes and these began their preda- 
tory incursions into the territory belong- 
ing to their neighbors, there has always 
been a race question sharply at issue 
Somewhere in the world. Profane history 
abounds with descriptions of race wars, 
and the great Book of books is filled 
from Gehesis to’ Revelation with nar- 
ratives of race antagonisms and racial 
antipathies.”’ 

Some Ancient History. 

At this point of his address, Mr. Griggs 
took up at length the antagonistic rela- 
tions between different races and peoples 
as illustrated in historic recital from time 
immemorial. He referred to the racial 
antipathies of ancient Egypt, of Palestine, 
and to the virulent hatred between Egypt 
and Ethiopia. The punic wars were treat- 
ed as race wars, growing out ef the im- 
placable hatred between the people of 
southern Europe and northern Africa. 
ending in the annihilation of Carthage. 
So it was, he said, between the He- 
brews and Babylonians. The old king- 
dom of Spain was a hotbed of Jewish 
oppression, followed by the domination of 
Spain by the Moors, the children of Ha- 
gar. Then the Jews became masters and 
the Spaniards became servants. The 
lines betweet Briton and native are more 
closely drawn in India today than ever. 
Race antagonism is more violent than 
ever in the provinces of Turkey and the 
civilized, world is crying that Turkey must 
get out of Europe. Frenchmen hate Ger- 
mans. So with races and peoples the 
world over and for all times past. 

Continuing, Mr. Griggs said: 

“As I said at the outset, it is now as- 
serted by many of our friends in the north 
and admitted by some of our neighbors 
that the settlement of the race question 
must ome from manual training and 
technical education for the negro. They 
tell us that his and our future happiness 
depends on teaching his eye and his hand. 
He must’ be taught to labor With these. 
According to them, his hand is to be en- 
couraged and his head discouraged. This 
all sounds very well, ladies and gentle- 
The great fact is overlooked that, 
after all, the brain directs the tye and the 
hand, or its work js of no value. The 
manual laborer is a brain worker just 
as if he held the pen rather than the 
jackplane. The imaginary line between 
the so-called brain worker and the man- 
ual laborer was drawn by the brain 
worker himself, and it only marks a dif- 
ference in the field of brain activities. 
One puts his thoughts on paper. his con- 
ceptions on canvas and in marble. The 
other works with wood and steel and iron. 
All are directed by the same intelligence, 
and individuals succeed or fail in accord- 
ance with the brain power behind the 
hand, I confess I do not understand how 
you can successfully encourage the hand 
and the eye without at the same time 


quivering

opinion. however, and if this can be done

if they would tell But they are afraid 
their houses will be burned up by— 
friends.

Captain Ewen Lionized. 
-Captain B. J, Ewen was escorted to the 
fitks’ ballhere last night’dnd given an 
ovation. He was brought ‘into the room 
by a Knight Templar,- whose lodge was 
giving a reception in honor of the spon- 
sers and maids of honor from all over the 
state. The dance was stopped short and 
a rush made for the feud refugee. Scores 
of young women clasped hands with him 
and declared him the bravest man in 
Kentucky.

EDUCATION THAT EDUCATES. 


Practical Tests Better Tigan Mere 
Memorizing in Schools. 


Troy Press: Educators are growin 
fonder and fonder of the idea of ‘maahioe 
education practical. In Brooklyn a new 
plan has been adopted for examinations 
for graduation from high schools, and 
the student’s standing is based more 
largely on class work through the year 
and less on the result of closing tests. 
Each principal conducts examinations 
at his own discretion, but the emphasis 
is thrown upon practical ability instead 
of on the mere accumulation of facts. 
The class work will be made to turn on 
the power to think rather than to mAsne- 
orize. The Brooklyn Eagle says: 

“For instance, in languages, the exam- 
inations will be designed to test the pu- 

ils’ power to read at sight and to trans- 
ate into idiomatic English. In English 
literature a knowledge of the history of 
literature and good taste in reading will 
be counted rather than knowledge of any 
text-book. In English composition the 
test will be the ability to make a clear 
synopsis of a composition and to write 
clearly, and accurately, while the long- 
despised. and neglected spelling will be 
counted, In science the number of expe. 
riments performed and the student’s skill, 
neatness and accuracy in performing the 
neatness and accuracy in performing 
them will hold first place, and in history 
the knowledge of the sequence of impar- 
tant events and ability to trace cauges 
Hy results will be tested by the ‘examina- 

ons.”’ 

Everywhere there is a reaction from the 
craze fur bigness, and “quality,” not 
“quantity,” is again becoming the desid- 
eratum.

How 
this is done makes a very interesting 
story which has developed since the chief 
of police ordered out a night watch to 
investigate the vagrancy in the city. 

Of course the negro vagrants greatly 
cutnumber the whites. There is a place 
in the city, in Darktown, a ramshackle

“sleeping apartments” at the rate of 10 
cents a week. A negro can pay 10 cents 
and have a.place to sleep for seven days.

How To Live Cheap. 

Take a negro who earns 50 cents a week 
by chopping grass, cleaning up a yard or 
some other such job, and he pays out 10 
cents for a place to sleep and has 4 
cents left to get food. He can go to 
a cheap restaurant and for 5 cents buy a 
lot of stale corn bread and stew meat 
made from scraps. This will do for two 
méais, and -ethat is all he wants.

MILL STRIKERS | 
READY TO QUIT 


They Have Tired of Fight 
for Increase of 
Wages, 


Lowell, Mass., June 18.—After a strug- 
gle of nearly three months, it appears 
that the textile operatives of Lowell have 
tired in their fight for an increase of 10 
per cent in Wages in the cotton mills and 
are willing to declwre off the general 
strike which was inaugurated March 30. 

This afternoon at one of the regular 
meetings the agents discussed a commu- 
nication from the textile council which 
is regarded as an overture for peace. 
The main purpose of the strikers’ note 
is to secure a conference,’ but in addi- 
tion to this it contains a suggestion that 
the operatives he allowed to S90 back to 
the factories with the understanding that 
all shal] receive the places held by them 
before the strike. 

This proposition meets with a flat re- 
fusal from the manufacturers, who say 
that the strikers. had that opportunity 
presented to them when the gates were 
reopened a fortnight ago and refused it. 


NO SETTLEMENT IN SIGHT. 


Pennsylvania Road and Gould Inter- 
ests Still at Outs. 


New York, June 18.~Prominent banking 
interests,,. who speak with authority, state 
that no settlement of the differences be- 
tween the Pennsylvania road and the 
Gould interests is yet in sight.

DANGER LINE 
AT MEMPHIS 


But Weather Bureau Says | — 
River Can Rise But 
Little More. 


Washington, June 18.—Special river bul- 
letin: The. Mississippi river has reached 
the danger line of 33 feet at Memphis, 
but can rise but little more with the 
water now in sight, as it has been fall- 
ing at Cairo for several days. Below 
Memphis the rise will continue slowly for 
several days, but danger lines will hard- 
ly’ be reached except, probably, at New 
No apprehension need be felt 
at this place, however, as the maximum 
stage can exceed but very little the nom- 
inal danger line of 16 feet without heavy 
and general rains, which are not yow 
indicated. 


Danger in Fake Hanging. 


‘The sensation of hanging is not pain- 
ful,’ said one of the clerks in the cor- 

ner’s office. ‘I have investiggted this 

atter a little. I have talked to would- 
be suicides who tried to hang themselves 
and were cut down. They all say they 
felt' no pain. The usual statement ke 
about like this: 

“*As soon as I began to hang I felt a 
choking sensation, as. though | could not 
breathe, and there seemed to be a weight 
fastened to my feet. I couldn't move my 
arms or legs. I couldn't draw myself up. 
There was a rattling sound in my ears, 
but pefore my eyes everything was black. 
All’ this, lasted only a moment. Then 
everything faded away, and I felt noth- 
ing more till they brought me to.’ 

“The general statement, you'll notice, 
is to the effect that hanging produces 
helplessness. You can't, once the process 
is started, draw yourself up or help your- 
self in any way. Now, it is my theory 
that this accounts for a good many of 
the horribly sad suicides we hear about— 
those causeless, absurd suicides of the 
young and unfortunate. 

‘The young person thinks to shock or 
punish those who have offended tim by 
pretending to hang himself. He thinks 
he will step off a chair with a rope fas- 
tened around his neck, and if no one 
edémes to cut him down he will step back 
again and repeat the ‘fake’ hanging when 
he is surer of an audience. But alas for 
him, the moment he steps off the chair 
he is done for. That helpless sensation. 
the inability to move the arms or legs, the 
feeling as of a great weight attached to 
‘the feet—this helplessness has caused, 1 
am persnaded, many a pretended suicide

“Our southern friends who advocate thia 
remarkable proposition insist that the ne- 
@ro must not compete with our so-called 
brain workers. According to this propa- 
Sanda, however, he must be educated te 
compete with the white carpenter, the 
white blacksmith, the white factory boss, 
the white farm superintendent; but must 
mot be allowed to enter into competition 
with our doctors, our lawyers an@ our 
teachers. Our friends surely have not fol- 
fowed their thoughts on this subject to 
their logical and inevitable conclusion. 

“The number of men and women, white 
@md black, in the United States engaged 
fn ‘proféssional pursuits is 1,258,538.. All 
other pursuits combined equal 27,814,696. 
Bhere are 114,460 lawyers, 132,002 physi- 
Glans and surgeons, 30,038 journalists and 
446,133 teachers and college professors in 
the United States. Our colleges are turn- 
ing ouf about 6,000 doctors and 5,000 law- 
yers every year. Statisticians estimate 
that 3,500 doctors and 3,000 lawyers per 
@nnum would serve to keep the ranks of 
these two professions full. Therefore, 


-ahere is a surplus every year of 2,500 doc- 


tors and 2,000 lawyers. That beth pro- 
fessions are crowded to that degree where 
there is no longer room even at the top is 
patent to the most careless observe:

His éntrance {nto competition with’ the 
white laborer of the north is there is a 
forfeiture of his right. by the sweat of 
Af’ brow to eam bread. The wttte 1 
boring men of the north all see and un- 
derstand this. 


| Progress of the South. 
“Industrial conditions in the south have 
not been at a standstill during all these 
years since the war. We are no longer 
& purely agricultural and professional 
pecple. We are now largely manufactur- 
ers. More of our young men are every 
year entering the ranks of manual labor. 
“Advocates of this proposition are as- 
fuming two impossible conditions. First, 
they assume that the negro can be ed:- 
cated up to a line and held there (whether 
Voluntarily. by law or by public opinion, 
3 do not know). Second, that technical 
@ducation will eliminate competition be- 
tween him and his white neighbor. Neitt- 
er will be done. Educate the negro to 
compete with the white laboring man and 
you may as well open wide the door to 
every other avenue of thought and action.

“Our friends in’ the north al] take this 
View of the labor end of the negro 
problem, and they are almost persuaded 
to take the southern view of the sotial 
question. Some of our southern people in 
an ‘honest effort, no doubt to meét our 
nofthern friends half way on the race 
Problem, are about to sacrifice the very 
principle of white superiority, and that 
fcature of the race question best unde?®- 
stood in the north, They have not 
theught what it would mean. As I have 
said, we of the present generation found 
the negro here, and the negro found: us 
here. Nellher of us deserves any partict- 
lar credit or discredit for that fact. 

“The negro lovers. of the north are as 
far wrong as the few negro huters of the 
rcuth. J am discussing the question today 
as the friend of the whjte man, I am @is- 
cussing it as a white man to white mén, 
a’) of whom are interested in the/future | 
of our people, and all of whom love -the 
iand which gave us birth. There is tio 
fear for our race. This land and this 
people are our present burden. 

“I have naught in my heart against tlre 
negro. I recognize the faithfulness of thfe 
biack man to his master in time of War, 
and I] pity his misfortunes, but I am 
for white supremacy first. The only 
justification ever offered for conquest in 
the Philippines is based on the historical 
raxim, ‘The utter extermination of a 
race or people is inexpressably sad, yet if 
its existence endangers the welfare of 
mankind, it is fitting that it should ~be 
swept away. This is the only defense for 
Engiand’s robberies and murders in 
every quarter of the globe. It is cited 
herc not ‘because I believe it will ever be

“The cupidity of the white men and the 
stupidity of the negro will delay this con- 
sunimation, but it is sure to come, and I 
believe as peacefully as the sunrise to- 
morrow morning.

Postoffice Department To Put 
Them. in Operation, 


Largs Number Will Be Established 
July 1—Policy Hereafter Will 
Be To Establish These 
Houtes as Rapidly as 
Possible. 


Washington, June 18.—The postoffice de- 
partment has resumed the establishment 
of rural free delivery routes which were 
held. up on account of the deficit in the 
appropriation for that service and-a large 
number of routes will be put into opera- 
tion on July 1, the beginning of the new 
fiscal year. ° 

The policy of the department hereafter 
will be to establish routes as rapidly as 
possible, consistent with the best interests 
of ecogomic administration. The rules 
as to the number of families required to 
be on the route in order to secure the 
service probably will be more strictly ad- 
hered to and fewer exceptions made. 

The rule requires that, no service shall 
be established on a routé on which there 
are less than 100 families. Unless excep- 
tions are made for some special reasons,’ 
routes are to be investigated in the order 
in which applications for them are filed.

“A Struggle To Come. 

“Finally, fellow-citizens, the greatest 
struggle. of all will one day come—the 
final contest for supremacy between the 
white and the colored races.

In 
that contest of which I speak on one 
side will be arrayéd all the white men of 
the world, and on the other, all the yel- 
low, red, brown and black men of the 
world. When that conflict comes, the 
American negro will not ally himself 
with us. Remembering the wrongs to 
himself a@nd his fathérs from the time 
when Noah sent Ham out wit® a curse 
upon hit, until today, he will forget 
that he is an American citizen and re- 
member only that he is a negro. He 
will stand as you would stand, as I 
would stand—with his own race, with 
his own color, with his own blood, against 
what is to him an alien race, an alien 
color and an alien blood. . 

“To weaken the white race in the 
south is to weaken the white race everny- 
where. To strengthen us is to strength- 
en the arm which must one day be tested

DAY WAS NAMED 
TO MURDER JEWS 


— 


Horror Similar to That at 
_ Kishinef Planned at 
Novgorod. 


Berlin, June 18.—The Tagebiatt’s St. 
Fetersburg correspondent telegraphs that 
a report has gained circulation at Novgo- 
rod, Sjewersk, in the government of 
Chernigoff, precisely similar to that which 
caused the massacre at Kishinef, namely, 
that the government had ordered the ex- 
termination of the Jews. 

The people wey to make preparations 
most openly, talkéd the matter over pubD- 
licly and appointed May 27, coronation 
day, for the massacres, Terror seized the 
Hebrew population, which assembled ih 
the synagogue on the day appointed. 
There were 6,000 persons within and with- 
out the building awaiting the_ beginning 
of the massacre, but the police paraded 
the streets in force and prevented the 
gathering of mobs, although some per- 
sons formed crowds and shouted, “Strike 
the Jews dead!” 

The day, however, passed without any 
serious outbreak.

Mill owners 
have argued that farmers’ boys are worse 
off than the child In the mill. 

“You and I who have been behind the 
plow in the open air, free as the birds in 
the field whose holidays come under the 
providence of God, who could hunt, fish 
and frolic—we look back to these as the 
happiest davs of our lives. There is al- 
ways hope for the farmer’s boy. The 
beautiful sky and’ the green forests are 
Jovable ta the vision. We know the differ- 
ence between the spindle-faced cotton mill 
lad and the robust farmer’s boy. The 
only argument that has ever’ been made 
by mill owners against the child labor 
bill and had any essevce of argument was 
that if the bill was passed the operatives 
would go to Alavama and South Caro- 
lina, which states have no such laws. 
They can't say fhat ndW. Alabama and 
South Carolina now have laws restricting 
child labor.”’ 

Colonel Ladson declared that the Dill 
had passed the house on more than one 
occasion, and was up to the senate when 
it was killed by a final adjournment. 
The speaker then portrayed the various 
conditions in which the btll had been yet 
short of becoming a law. He asserted 
that nearly every committee to which the 
bill had sent had recommended its pas- 
sage and that often it had been killed by 
absentees. .The speaker advised ‘his au- 
dience not to become discouraged and aa- 
serted that there were chances of passing 
it at the coming session of the legis 
lature. 

Hom Joe Hall Interrupted. 

At the conclusion of Colonel Ladson’s 
address a motion prevailed giving Hon.

President Kilburn quickly ruled 
the delegate out of order, but Mr. Hall 
expressed a willingness to yield the floor 
to the Atlantan, declaring that he had 
never received such an affront by a labor 
meeting before. 

Quickly a.dozen delegates were clamor- 
ing for recognition. Delegate May, of 
Macon, was given the floor. He moved 
that Delegate Harvey be expelled from 
the convention. Delegate’ Houston, of 
Atlanta, sustained Mr. May and declared 
he was ashamed of a man coming from 
his city'who would so interrupt a speak- 
er. Delegate Miller, of Atlanta, felt sure 
Mr. Harvey did not mean to be offensive, 
and suggestéd that he be given an op- 
portunity to apologize to Mr. Hall and 
to the federation. The Atlantan was will- 
ing to accept the opportunity and ten- 
dered an apology. Mr. Hall accepted the 
apology and was then given the floor 
again. He spoke for a few minutes and 
was given a.ftising vote of thanks by 
the delegates. 

After adjournment the delegates were 
escorted to trolley cars and were carried 
to a barbecue and’ dance, where the eve- 
ning was pleasantly passed.

DEATH FOR THEM 


Novel Case- of Three Negroes 


Tried in Kentucky, 


Convicted on Minor Offense, They 
Will Be Pardoned So That They 
May Be Hanged for As- 
sault That Will Cost 
Farrow His Life. 


Maysville, Ky., June 18.—The trial of 
the three negroes for murderously as- 
saulting the Farrow family continued to- 
day, with troops holding the large crowd 
back. Sangers was on the. stand in his 
own defense and testified that Minnesota 
was the leader, who interested himself 
and Morris. On the Sunday of the assault 
and rqabbery. Mann called for the witness 
in a buggy. En route to the Farrow 
farm, Morris was taken to the buggy, he 
being Jn waiting at a country cemetery. 
When they reached the Farrow home, 
Sanders held the horse while Mann and 
Morris entered the house. Sanders heard 
the noise and then the shooting. After 
this confession the attorneys of Sanders 
withdrew the plea of not guilty and San- 
ders pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 
five years in the penitentiary. 

The case of Mann and Morris will be 
called this morning. 

In the afternogn Mann and Morris were 
also convicted of shooting with intent to 
kill and were sentenced to five years in 
the penitentiary. Tomorrow the three ne- 
groes will be tried for burglary, as that 
crime was committed at the time of the 
murderous assaulting of the Farrow fam- 
ily, and it is probable that each will be 
given an additional sentence of ten 
years. 

J. B. Farrow, who is now in the Lex- 
ington asylum from the effects of the as- 
sault, is not expected to live, and the 
commonwealth’s attorney has reserved 
the right in the event of the death of 
Farrow to have the three negroes par- 
doned and then tried for murder, so that 
they can be executed. It is thought that 
the burglary cases can be disposed of 
in such order tomorrow that the troops 
will accompany the prisoners to the peni- 
tentiary at Frankfort. 

The opinion prevails among the three 
companies of soldiers here that they will 
be ordered from the state capital to Jack- 
son, Ky. .

It is remarked, however, that the gen- 
eral exodus that is expected will take 
away many of those who might otherwise 
be depended on as witnesses and jurors. 
It is not fikely that the county will find 
soon another such witness as B. J. Ewen, 
who has removed to Lexington, or an- 
other such prosecutor as Mommonwealths 
Attorney Byrd, who expects to locate at 
Winchester, Ky. There are some who 
even expect more serious trouble after the 
exodus when the troops are withdrawn.

With clenched’ fists and shaking with 
emotion Byrd walked toward the jury 
and said: 

“Gentlemen, you are on trial as well 
as Jett and White, and you'must answer 
at the bar of public opinion ‘ag well as to 
the bar of the Breathitt criminal court. 
You've got to do your duty or be pilloried 
by the public.”’ 

Byrd followed the testimony closely and 
was fierce in his denunciation of. certain 
witnesses and others. 

Judge Hargis Denounced. 

Mr. Byrd said, in referring to the tes- 
timony of County Judge Hargis: 

“That man is not only trying to pro- 
tect his nephew, Jett, from the gallows, 
but he is trying to protect his own name 
by preventing the conviction of Jett. Say 
to me that because a man holds a posi- 
tion he must be believed. I say no. Be- 
cause Hargis is county. judge and owns

Defend the Lives of the Birds. 
Many of the great agricultural states 
of the union have balanced accounts 
between the farmers and the bird- 
hunters. All the other states of 
farms, orchards and truck patches are 
being urged to do likewise. There are 
sufficient reasons to convince any pro- 
phetic legisiator that the wholesale 
slaughter of native birds should be 
prohibited by the laws. 

The enormous increase of tree and 
plant maladies, and the prevalence of 
the weed problem are both explained 
by the extinction of the birds whose 
providentially assigned vocation is to 
protect plant life from insect pests 
and to destroy the seeds of useless 
weeds in the farmer’s fields, Half of 
the southern states have adopted laws 
to protect the native birdé. The other 
half should do so and thus invite again 
the prevalence of these feathered sen- 
tinels over our fields and orchards. 

Georgia is one of the southern 
states that has no such law and when

The whigs 
declared in favor of paying the debt; the 
democrats declared in favor of repudia- 
tion. Tike contest was hot, and bitter 
were the passions aroused over the ques- 
tion. Prentiss was not a great politician, 
but was the prince of orators. Being 
frank, he despised the fawning sycophant 
style of the average politiclan and ad- 
vocated his opinions regardless of re- 
sults. He was sarcastic and extremely 
bitter toward the advocates of repudia- 
tion. The election was close, there being 
a majority of only a few hundred in 
favor of the democrats. However, Pren- 
tiss was sorely disappointed over the re- 
sult and left the state and spent the re- 
maining five years of his life in New 
Orleans. This is the history of the af- 
fair and the state did not refuse to pay 
the bonds because certain Jew bankers 
in Lowdon held the bonds. Many-of the 
bonds were held by Americans. Missis- 
sippians of today are sorry that the 
debt was not paid. Bill Arp and Roose- 
velt are both mistaken about this 
matter. , 

As to Jefferson Davis, he had no part 
in it so far as I know except that he 
ran for state senator on the democratic 
ticket at the time repudiation was the 
issue, but Davis was defeated by his 
whig oppoment. Jefferson Davis never 
held a state office in Mississippi. He wes 
a\member.of both branches of congress 
from the state. He ran for state sena- 
tor once and was defeated. When the 
omnibus bill was passed by congress the 
extreme pro-slavery people of the south 
opposed the compromise and Jefferson 
Davis became their camdidate for govern- 
or, but was defeated by the union demo- 
crats, led by Foote. Foote and Davis 
were both in the United States senate 
when the omnibus bill passed. Foote 
favored the qompromise and Davis op- 
posed it. They both resigned their seats 
in the senate and appealed to the voters 
of Mississippi for an indorsement and 
after a bitter contest Foote carried the 
state by a small majority for governor 
and Davis was succeeded in the United 
States senate by @ union democrat. Da- 
vis nevér held office again until he was 
secretary of war under Franklin Pierce. 
After serving his term in the cabinet 
he was again elected to the United States 
senate and was a member of thet body 
when the secession movement began,

The work of surveying for the exten- 
sions to the trunk sewers that will be 
made with the money obtained from the 
sale of $250,000 of ‘municipal bonds has 
commenced, and the experts from the of- 
fice of Captain Clayton, the city engineer, 
are now immersed in work.

Infamous Regicides—Bet- 
ter Feeling Prevails 
at Belgrade.

St. Petersburg, June 18—An official 
note was published in The Gazette today 
recognizing Prince Peter Karageorgeo- 
¥itch as king of Servia, and welcoming 
this accession. The note declares that it 
is incumbent upon King Peter te avenge 
the assassinations of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga. The note says: 

“The imperial government, while hall- 
ing the election of the new monarch, 
scion of a glorious dynasty, and wishing 
all success in the task he has so well 
begun, to the supreme head of the Ser- 
vian people, which is allied to Russia 
by ties of religion, can neverthelest not 
refrain from expressing the confident 
hope that King Peter will be able to 
give evidence of hiy sense of justice and 
firmness of will by adopting measurés at 
the outset to investigate the abominable 
misdeed which has been committed and 
to mete out vigorous punishment to those 
traitorous crimina)s who have stained 
themselves with the infamy attaching to 
regicides. Of course, the entire Servian 
nation or army cannot be held responsi- 
ble for the crime which revolts public 
conscience, yet it would be dangeroug to 
Servia’s internal peace not to exact ex- 
piation for the revolution carried out 
with violence by the military. Such 
neglect would inevitably react in an un- 
favorable manner on the relatiuns of all 
the states with Servia and would create 
for Servia serious difficulties at the very 
commencement of the reign of King 
Peter the First.’’ 


Francis Joseph Severe, Too. 


Belgrade, June 18.—The congratulations 
of Emperor Francis Joseph, of Austria, 
to Prince Peter has not been published 
here because of the emperor's strictures 
on the murderers of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga. 

Later in the day a leaflet giving the 
text of Emperor Francis Joseph's tele- 
gram to King Peter was circulated, but 
the strictures were so slurred in the 
translations that they were almost in- 
comprehensible. The telegram, however, 
was~otherwise so sympathetic that it 
was accepted here as being eminently 
satisfactory. 

It appears that immediately after the 
assassinatioNe the conspirators sounded 
the cabinets at St. Petersburg and Vienna 
and received assurances of their ap- 
proval of the election of Prince Peter. 
The latter's eldest sister, Polixene 
Preschern, the divorced wife of an 
Austrian landowner, who has been liv- 
ing for years in reduced circumstances 
near Vienna, has announced her mnten- 
tion of returning to Servia. 

The king is not expected to arrive here 
before June 24 or 25. 

The uneasiness heretofore prevailing in 
intélliigent circles has been greatly min- 
imized by the smooth working of the 
provisional government, and the feeling 
of security has been increased by the 
favorable attitude of the powers. It is 
generally believed now that a serious 
crisis has been averted and there is reas- 
onable hope of the inauguration of a 
peaceful era. 

It was officially stated this evening that 
the parliamentary deputation which is to 
meet the king will leave ®ere tomorrow 
for Geneva and return with him no later 
than June %. The Skupshtina will then 
be dissolved and a new one will be 
elected under the modified constitution. 
Some differences. have arisen in regard 
to the precise terms of the modification 
of the constitution, but all accounts agree 
in saying that after the arrival of King 
Peter a complete revision of the con- 
stitution will be undertaken.

The Closing Session. 

The first paper read at yesterday morn- 
ing’s session was one on ‘Protest Law” | 
by Oscar E. Dooly, cashier of the Home 
savings bank in Macon, and formerly an 
Atlantan. This paper was entirely a 
technical one, going into the subject at 
great length and covering all of the ques- 
tions that arise In reference to the pro- 
testing of all papers. This paper was 
received by all those present with the 
most careful attention and was after- 
wards commented on as being one of 
the most important presentations of this 
subject that had ever come before their 
knowledge. The paper will be printed in 
full in the proceedings of the convéh- 
tion and sent to each of the members 
for further study and copsideration. 

Another paper along lines of more gen- 
eral and popular interest was that on 
“Dishonesty of Bank Clerks,” by A. J. 
Hansell, .cashier of the Bank of Ran- 
dolph, Cuthbert, Ga. 

In his paper on the dishonesty of bank 
clerks, Mr. Hansell said, among other 
things, that an inquiry into the subject 
to be of any value, muet fix the respon- 
sibility fomdishonesty and suggest means 
for its suppression or mitigation. “I 
believe we are justified in,assuming that 
dishonesty is a sin of long standing, 
since God found it necessary to transmit 
through Moses some 4,000 years ago an 
especialy commandment against nefarious 
practices and that long before the first 
bank clerk ever drew his salary or over- 
drew his account. 

“If dishonesty has always existed in 
the past and exists today without per- 
ceptible decrease. we are driven to the 
conclusion that the total amount of dis- 
honesty in the world cannot be reduced. 
But this does hot mean that dishonesty 
among bank clerks cannot be reduced. 
What we cannot hope to do by expreli- 
mentation we may hope to accomplish by 
segragation. 

“It is the training of the individual 
that we may look for our best results. I 
believe that the greatest good in this 
particualr can be accomplished by the 
careful selection of employees and the 
establishment of proper safeguards and 
systems, for, when the matter is reduced 
to its last analysis, the entire trouble 
can be shown to be the injudicious ge- 
lection of employees. 

W. D. Manley Talks. 

The third and last paper to come be- 
fore this year’s convention was that of 
W. D. Manley, cashier of the Farmers 
and Traders’ Bank of Atlanta. on “A 
State Auditor.”” He said in part: 

“After a very careful investigation of 
this subject, by thought and by pen, by 
diiigent inquiry within and without the 
state, I am convinced that this depart- 
ment cannot be put into operation at 
once. It should be discussed before the 
association and turned over to a commit- 
tee with authority to.pan-out and adopt 
an auditing department, if found feasible. 

“The idea is this: Engage a first-class 
expert accountant, with authority to en- 
gage one or more’ assistants, should he 
find the same Necessary, to be paid out 
of the treasury of the association, which 
will, of course, increase the membership 
fee. Any bank can afford to pay five 
times its membership fee paid at pres- 
ent to be at liberty to call upon such 
an accountant as often as*twice a year 
to be examined thoroughly and have a 
report made to the .president thereof. 

“The objections raised to such a de- 
partment are: 

“1. A lack of secrecy. 

“2. This ewsociation is not yet a ‘com- 
munity of interests.’ 

“3. We have an auditor of our own, 
said one bank. 

“4. We are examined quite often enough

for their bank to be examined by the as- 
sociation auditor.’ ; 


Colonel Lowry Heard From. 

In the general discussion that followed 
Colonel Robert Lowry gtated that he had 
greatly enjoyed Mr. Manley’s paper, and 
whjle the association wanted what he 

ys he believed that such measures must 
come from legislation through the statc 
treasurer. Let every man in this assovcia- 
tien talk with his representative, urging 
stringency of methods and the highest ac- 
countants to make examinations. 

- Captain Davis, of Albany, also spoke on 
the matter, and said: ““‘We'must be care- 
ful not to assume authority we do not 
possess, and this association must not 
assume to be a clearing house.” ? 
After the discussion Colonel Lowry 


talked interestingly of the work and ben- 
efits of the American Bank Clerks’ in- 
stitute as condueted under the auspices 
of the erican Bankers’ Association, 
and urged‘all of the members of the asso- 


ciation to avail themselves of these op+4 


portunities. : 

The matter of incor 
ciation was generally discussed and final- 
ly refereed to the executive committee for 
final action. 

A vote of thanks was passed in favor of 
the Atlanta clearing house, the Piedmont 
Driving Club, the members of the local 
entertainment committee, J. T. Orme, 
chairman; Thomas J. Peeples and Frank 
Hawkins, and all other Atlantans who 
had done so much to make the stay of the 


visitors such a pleasant one. 


Captain Davis, of Albany, and A. J. 
McCord, of Atlanta, then conducted the 
new president, Mr. Brown, to the chair. 
Here he was received by the retiring ex- 
ecutive, M-. Bloodworth. President 
Brown made a happy speech, thanking 
the Georgia bankers for their honor in 
making him their chief: officer.

ANEW CHURCH 


Congregational Methodists 
To Establish a Church 
in Atlanta. 


The Congregational Methodists of At- 
lanta will effect an organization at a 
meeting to be held in the chapel of the 
Young Men's Christian Association _on 
Sunday, June 28, at 11 o’clock in the 
morning. This will be the first church 
of this denomination to take its place 
among the organized religious forces of 
the city.

Sons of Millionaire May 
Serve Time in City 
Lockup.

The Dead Sea. 


Scientific observation justifies the esti- 
mate that a daily average of 6,500,000 tons 
of water is received into the Dead sea 
from the Jordan and other sources dur- 
ing the year. During the rainy season 
the amount is very much greater; during 
the dry season it is, of course, very much 
less; but this average will be maintained 
year after year. There is no outlet, and 
the level is kept down by evaporation 
cnly, which is very rapid because of the 
intense heat, the dry atmosphere and the 
dry winds which are constantly blowing 
down the gorges between the mountains. 
Tis evaporation causes a haze or mist to 
hang over the lake at all times, and when 
it is more rapid than usual heavy¥ clou.ls 
forms, and thunder storms sometimes 
rage with great violence in the et be- 
tween the cliffs, even in the dry season. 
A flood of rain often falls upon the sur- 
face of the sea when the sun is shining, 
and the atmosphere is as dry as a bone 
Lalf a mile from the shore. The moun- 
tains around the Dead sea are rarely seen 
with distinctness, because of this haze.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 18.—There were a few 
individual stocks in which active trad- 
ing and wide movements made cross 
/currents in the stock market today, but 
the great body of semirities listed for 
trading on the exchange was stagnant. 
The market started off with some show 
of strength with the influence of the 
reduction in the rate discount of the 
Bank of England to 3 per cent, and the 
easier tone of private discounts in re- 
sponse. A higher range of quotations 
for Americans as a consequence awaited 
the opening of the stock market here. 
Some of the leaders were lifted a point 
over last night during the first half hour. 
Pennsylvania was in special demand, 
and rumors continued to circulate that 
the Pennsylvania-Gould dispute had been 
adjusted. It was impossible to secure 
Official admissions that efforts to this end 
were being made, but these seemed by 
outside interests rather than by mutual 
approach of both partiés to the differ- 
ence. The progress of subscriptions to 
the new Pennsylvania stock had a fa- 
vorable effect on’ its market as well. 
When it was learned that the price of 
cotton was running off sharply the pro- 
fessional operators in stocks indulged the 
hope that they would be able to force 
an upward turn, but they met selling 
pressure and had to abandon the at- 
tempt. This selling was especially acute 
in Metropolitan Street railway, Metropoli- 
tan Securities and the iron and steel 
stocks, the selling being notably Jarge 
in United States Steel, both common and 
preferred. The former touched 28 7-8 and 
the latter exceeded its previous low level 
of 78 3-4 by a fall to 78 1-8. The pres- 
ence in the market of a large and per- 
sistent selling order in United States 
Steel was the occasion of much surmise 
as to the source. The whole group was 
depressed by the admissions made by 
an authority in the trade that conces- 
sions made in the pricé of iron do not 
yet tempt consumers, and that conces- 
sions are being quietly made by some 
of the larger interests in the steel mar- 
ket.
